The new specialist adds that 


checks on farm flocks throughout 
the country show great variation 
in feeding and management prac- 
tices.

The 
amount of walking varies from 
onl}- a few feet to seveial hund- 
red, and the type OC work on each 
ttip also varies widely. 


Location of the feed supply, ar- 


rangement of feeding and water- 
ing equipment and other manage- 
ment practices may be changed in 
order to reduce the number of 
trips and the amount of walking. 
Time and travel can be saved by 
keeping the teed supply in the 
poultry house. Grain and mash can 
be kept in bairels or bins hi the 
house.

Yield Simple Job 


Pastuies are the villain in oui 


farmlands—producing only a. frac- 
tion of the valuable summer feed 
of which they are capable. To get 
that extra production is a simple 
job, Successful Farming magazine 
hag found. 


The difficult part, finding a win- 


ning combination, has been done 
by Dr. V. G. Spragoie and Dr. R. R. 
Robinson, who tackled the problem 
armed with scientific know-how 
and dirt-farm practicality. Work- 
big at the USDA's Regional Pas- 
ture Research laboratory, at State 
College, Pennsylvania, they tore 
the pasture program apart and put 
it together in a form that can put 
your stock knee-deep in vitamins.
